Charles Barham, chairman of the 
Southern Freight association, Monday 
made public a letter to Joseph B. 
Eastman, member of the interstate 
commerce commission, in answer to a 
recent communication from the com- 
missioner, in which it was pointed 
out that action of the carriers in 
cancellation of less than carload com- 
modity rates and exceptions to the 
classification were not in keeping 
with the rulings of the commission. 

Mr. Barham’s letter. under daté 
of October 6, was withheld from the 
public until permission was obtain 
from Mr. Eastman for its publica- 


tion. 

The letter to Mr. Eastman follov7s 
in part: 

“A reply to your letter of Septem- 
ber 17, in which you comment = 
the proposed cancellation of less 
than carload commodity rates and 


| classification exceptions, as parts otf 


the 13494 readjustment, hag been de- 
layed that opportunity might be haa 
of presenting the correspondence to 
our executives for consideration. This 
has been done and the procedure out- 
lined below is that which our prin- 
cipals feel may fairly: and properly 
be followed : 
Public Hearings Planned 

“Cancellation of Jess than carload 
commodity rates: To continue our 
plans for a series of public hearings 
at which every interested shipper re- 
sponding to the invitation will b 
given full opportunity to state his 
views before a conclusion is reached 
or any tariff published covering a 
charge in his commodity. This plan 
to be followed even though it re- 
quires the postponement of any defi- 
nite action. with respect to some of 
the commodities, beyond the effective 
date now tentatively set for publi- 
cation of the class rates proper. In 
this connection we wish to report 
that a number of conferences have 
‘eon held and that others are sched- 
uled to follow. 

“To further our conferences we now 
will distribute to interested shippers 
and receivers statements fairly repre- 
sentative of the rates as they are pro- 
posed; that is, the rates which will 
apply, if and when the less than car- 
load commodity rates are cancelled. 
We understand this procedure to be 
in exact accord with the course which 
you believe to be proper. as this is 
indicated in your letter. We are sure 
the plan wll work satisfactorily, pro- 
vided we are given the necessary Cco- 
operation. Certainly we have no right 
to assume that this cooperation will 
be withheld, or that the public may 
not be induced to present any reasons 
they have for objecting to the cancella- 
tion of the rates on specific commodi- 
ties with fair promptness rather than 
to take the broad ground thac all less 
than carload commodity rates are 
proper and should be retained indefi- 
nitely. 

Cancellation of Exceptions. 

“Cancellation of exceptions to the 
classification: We cannot escape the 
conclusion that since this question 
was squarely before the commission 
in docket 13,494, with testimony, both 
from the cariers and shippers, result- 
ing in a specific finding, that there is 
absence of necessity for further hear- 
ings. 

“As we see it the proceedings in 
docket 13,494 were entered into for 
the precise purpose of determining a 
course of action which might be sub- 
stituted for the usual one of publica- 
tion and suspension. The evidence 
covering classification exceptions was 
complete and directly focused thereon. 
The proposal to cancel was plainly 
made and the issue joined. We feel 
warranted, therefore, in our belief 
that the finding controls: that it clear- 
ly indicates the action the commission 
would have taken if the case had been 
the ordinary one of suspension. Nor 
is this conclusion changed because the 
wording of the finding is ‘permissive’ 
rather than ‘mandatory.’ In other 
words, despite its negative form, the 
result of finding No. 10 is believed to 
be unchanged. 

“The carriers fee] justified, there- 


fare, in proceeding with the cancella- 


tion of the present exceptions to the 
classification, without delay, as a 
necessity, and to be expected part of 
the readjustment.”

Napoleon III, permitted the erec- 
tion of the original church building, 
but fearing propaganda or interna- 
tional friction, forbade the church ever 
to have sermons in French, an injunc- 
tion which has always been observed. 
It was Dr. Thomas Evans, American 
dentist for Napoleon III, later famous 
for smuggling the Empress Eugenie 
out of Paris in a closed carriage on 
her flight to England, who enabled

Chief Justice Richard B. Russell; of 
the supreme court, chairman of the 
board, presided at the meeting. It was 
announced that work will be continued 
on this building and that it will be 
ready for occupancy January 1, 1928. 

Fee revenue receipts will be used 
to complete the building, which is to 
cost $215,000, and constiuction on 
which was stopred recently wheo 
funds for the building were ezx- 
hausted. 

Details of the plan of financing the 
building were tot announced by i W. 
Reed, secretary of the board, follow- 


‘ing the meeting. 


“The university trustees put them- 
selves behind the war memorial board 
and for the time being, fee money 
will be used to complete the building, 


to prevent deterioration,” Mr. Reed | 


said.

He says we need 
not fear a recurrence of conditions 
which in the past have plunged us into 
the depths of violent financial panies 
becanse business men have greater 
opportunitaes than ever before to be- 
come real experts in their lines. 

The progress of research and edu- 
cation enables them to become mas- 
ters in their fields. To business men 
in key positions there is now available, 
as never before, trustworthy statistical 
work by which they ean guide their 
production and distribution schedules 
with a view to greater coordination 
between supply and demand.” 

Mr. Taylor believes that the normal 
state of business today is not a sta- 
tionary condition, or an unbroken rise 
in prosperity followed by a panic such 
as 1920 er 1907 but a certain amount

Now Roxy has a lot of “innova- 
tions’ which, in the estimation of 
the Dial Twister, spell ruin for the 
Vast audience that for years have 
tuned in to catch his chuckle. It 
may be all right to have a 100-piece 
orchestra, a 110-voice chorus and oth- 
er things in proportion, but we can- 
not see the gdvantage. We would 
rather, a whole lot, listen to Roxy 
and his gang when it was a little 
gang, than we do not when we have 
to ‘hear the vastness of the room in 
which the broadcast is staged. 


The voice ensembles were better, | 
at least they did come through to us_ 


with truer tone quality and less dis- 
tortion than did the instrumental 
numbers. We finally concluded tbat 
§t was all right for Roxy to have 
the biggest theater in New York, and 
all that, but if he did not decide to 
cut down the size of his gang we 
were not going to tune in on him any 
more, 

His innovations should be spelled 
with capital letters. 

Speaking of innovations, however, 
we had the best right here at home. 
The Little Colonel, at WSB, put on 
a broadcast between 8 and 8:30 with 
the help of a few victor records, a 
stunt that comes pretty close to mak- 
ing history. 

We refer particularly to the broad- 
cast of the Lindbergh records which 
brought back to us the greatest of 
all broadcasts when music, for the 
first time in the history of radio, was 
carried from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cifie coast. 

Those of you who tuned in Mon 
day night, for the Lindbergh pro- 
gram, heard the _ recorded reception 
that was tendered the lone eagle on 
his return to Washington, The shouts 
of the multitude that packed the 
streets along his line of march from 
the Memphis to the Treasury build- 
ing, where brought back to you with 
a fidelity little short of marvelous. 

The old Dial T'wister was possibly 
more fortunate than most of the lis- 
teners that heard the Monday night 
broadcast for he not only heard these 
marvelous records from WSB but he 
was able to hear them repeated on 
his own talking machine directly aft- 
erwards for the Cable Piano com- 
pany, Victor dealers, had furnished 
them to him for his library. 

It seems to the Dial Twister that 
one could not add any more valuable 
book to his library-on history than 
this set of records which in them- 
selves made history in the radio in- 
dustry. If you did not hear them 
Monday night, drop into the Cable 
Piano company and ask Friend Dahl- 
berg to play them for you.

“At present the mayor's authority 
may be checkmated by what the alder- 
men decide,” Miss Jones said, and she 
urged election of aldermen who would 
support the mayor in his policies, In- 
creased interest in civic affairs, a

Miss Jones for her native city. 

“Although I may not be able to 
preside at stag glinners, I believe I 
have the business training necessary 
to make a good mayor, and I am cer- 
tain that I could perform the city’s 
business in an efficient manner,” she 
said. 

“I am not making a lot of prom- 
ises, but all of you who know me 
are aware that I can be depended 
upon to do the very best of whieh I 
am capable in any job I tackle,” the 
youthful candidate told her audience.
